The following are answers to questions as set forth 
in the memo of SAC SHAMCLIN to the file, 12/5/63, at the re- 
quest of Assistant Director JAMES H. GALE. 



(1) The Dallas Office did not recosjsend OSWALD for 
the Security. -Index during period that he was in the Dallas 
Division h?--'— .rise the subject’s activities while in the Dallas 
Division dia not appear to fit the criteria for the Security 
Index as set forth in the Manual of Instructions. 



(2) The case on MARINA OSWALD was opened on a 
specific recommendation of this writer on 7/19/52, at which 
tiDe it was noted that she fell within the criteria of the 
SOQirz program (Manual cf Instructions. 1C5-E) . By letter to 
the Bureau dated 7/25/52, Bureau was advised on a UAC3 basis 
that in view oi the pending investigation on LEE HARVEY OSWALD 

this case would be put in a pending inactive status, to be re- 

opened at a later date for consideration or advisable action. 
This case was reactivated and in March of 1S63 it was determined 
that the C5NALDS had 'just moved from their apartment on Elsfceth. 
It was determined that LEE CST.'ALD had been drinking to excess 
and had been boating his wife on numerous occasions. There had 
been many complaints from other tenants concerning this. The 
OSWALDS were located at another location on ’west Neeley Street 
and a letter was sent to the Bureau advising the status of the

Upon roconwnc-f of the subject in May, it was determined 
that the subject had moved, leaving no forwarding address. 

Later, when the subject was determined to be in New Orleans,

Dallas Office obtained the forwarding address of MAHINA OSWALD 
on 10/28/63, and on 10/29/63 verified her residence at 2515 
W. 5th, Irving, Texas. One of the primary purposes of the 
interview of Mrs. RUTII PAINT on 11/1/63, was for the purpose 
of laying the necessary groundwork for interview of HARIN'A 
OSWALD; however, in view of the allegations concerning LEE 
OSWALD'S contact with the Soviet Embassy in Mexico City, it was 
decided not to conduct this interview until Dallas had been 
made origin in both tho case on MARINA 0S7JALD and LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD, so that the Dallas Office could be certain that we were 
In possession of all facts concerning both MARINA OSWALD and 
LEE OSWALD.

For this reason, the 
Dallas Office was svaiting a change of origin so that the Dallas 
Office would be in possession of all information before 
attempting an interview of the subject. It should be noted 
until such tine as origin was changed the-Dallas Office could 
not bo sure that we were in possession of/infornation. and it 
was felt until such tine this was certain, any interview would be 
decidedly premature. ^ ^ 

(9) The infornation that OSWALD subscribed to The 
Worker onf9/23/62 ]was received prior to the time this case wan 
assigned to the writer and it was initaled for file when the 
case was closed.

(10) The infornation concerning the whereabouts of 
LEE OSWALD was obtained in the late afternoon of 11/1/G3, a 
Friday. , This writer did not return to the Dallas Office until 

5-p.n. All security infornation must go Registered Hail. 
There is no Registered Mail sent out of the Dallas Oxfice after 
four o'clock Friday and before the following Monday. This airtel 
was rough-drafted on 11/1/63, but could not be nailed until 
11/4/63 . \
